ſend theſe papers (to diſpatch the firſt) to the preſle, 
Hope,and Feare ; hope of doing ſome good, wher- 
of | leſſe deſpaire now than heretofore, {ith alreadie 
ſome encouragement is giuen, and the Drunkards 
diſeaſe not found beyond Gods cure. 

Feare,leſt this our Countrey be ouerflowne,with 
drinke firſt,and with plagues next, if we in the Mini- 
ſtery,and you in the Maguſtracic hold our ſelues (till 
quiet. The finne now vnder cenſure,hath (I know) 
been often encountred, both with the Word and 
Sword : but(I krow not how ) Hydra-like it gaines 
head by its wounds, and ſprours faſter, and ſpreads 
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farther by cutting hike a pruned hedge. There is 
(they ſay) an Artof drinking now, and in the world 
it is become a great profeſſion; there are degrees 
and titles giuen vnder the name of Roring boyes, 
damned crew,&c. there are lawes, and ceremonics 
tobe obſcrued, both by the firſts and ſ:conds, &c. 
there is a drinking by the foote, by the yard,&c. on 
the dyc,on tht knee,&c. a drinking by the dozzens, 
by the ſcoreg&cFor the wager,for the victorie,man 
againſt man, houſe againſt houſe, Towne againſt 
Towne, and how not? There are alſo. tearmes of 
Are,fetched from Hell( for the berter diſtinguiſhing 
of the practitioners)one 15 coloured,another is foxt, 
a third is gone to the dogs, a fourth is well to liuc, 
&c. bur none is drunken, tart is as odious here, as 
Adulrteric in that ſtate wherein no body is chaſte, 
Theſe vnſufferable abuſes abroad, made me to 
thinke of home,and reſolue of meeting the enemie 
vpon the frontiers, rather than in our Townes, and 
of repelling him timely,rather than of truſting to a 
firme crettrone, when he had pom poſſeſſion. The 
truth'is, weeare rather too late,than roo early; our 
Townes are already ſurpriſed,our men fo wounded, 
that ſome rceele in @ ſtreets, ſomeare taken vp little 
better than dead in the high wayes. In this ſurpriſall 
vnder mine owne \ vas KA me to doe the of- 
ficeof a watchman, and to blow the Trumpet: and 
thus I haue dealt truly with you in the firſt poynt,I 
expect neither profit,nor credit,nor thankes tor my 
paines in this kinde: only I rooke the Philoſophers 
counſel], who wiſht me to price conſcience aboue 
applauſe. What may be obieted againſt my refo- 
lutipn,my ſcltc foretces,and the Reader in due place

(leſt this Epiltle prove monſtrous tor length) ſhall 
vnderſtand. Now for the ſecond,why this Sermon 
(ſuch as 1t is )ſhould flie ro you, it is not hard to di- 
uine, your inccreſts being fo tut and great both in 
the man, and matter : for my elite, | acknowledge 
my debt to be great,as to ſome of your ranke on the 
other ſide the ſhire, ſo to you all generally on this: 
my place binds me to call vp ſome of you,and for the 
reit,kindneſles recciued are bonds allo. | am not ig. 
norant how ſome: of you haue pleaded my caulte 
more than once, when my ſpeeches with Hannibals 
haue bin charged with ewo fore faults,z1z, for being 
to0 true, and too free : neither may I torger, what 
journcycs,and paines,haue bin vnd-rtaken to do me 
good by others, and what acceptance my poore 
paines and perion haue found with all. All which 
curtcfies I know not how otherwiſe to anſwere, bur 
only by acknowled ging the debr, and by admoniſh. 
ing you of 4 duty. For the matter,l know not at what 
bench to commence a ſuit againſt Drunkards,ifnot 
at yours; you are as ſtakes ina _—_ mult keep 
al from recling,the Captaines of the Prouinces that 
muſt giue the victory, and the _ men to whoſe 
cognizance this abuſe moſt properly belongeth, to 
you (me thinks) 1 may apply the words of Mordecay, 
If you alrogether hold your peace at this time, deli. 
uerance ſhall be from ſome other place,bur you.and 
your fathers houſes ſhall be deſtroyed,&c.And who 
knowes whether you are come to this honour for 
ſuch a time as this? Yea,wherefore hath God aduan- 
ced you, your Prince entruſted you, wheretore haue 
ou taken vpon you the place,name,oth,of Iuſtices, 
ut for ſuch like ſcruices ? Perhaps you will tell me, 
3 at .

that we in the Miniſtery are in ſome part of a fault, 
for not crying downe the finne, and catechiſing our 
people berter. If ſo,mine anſwer is ingenuous : | am 
content to owne ſome part of the blame, ſo you will 
paſſean equall ſentence berwixtall offenders. I will 
not excule our ſclues, the Commons, the poore, vn- 
der-officers,&c. nor can I on the other fide excuſc 
the behauiours of ewo many Gentlemen. I am dc- 
ceiucd.if foure things in ſome of them, haue not bin 
ſome occaſion of drunkennefle in this Kingdome. 
The firſt is wantof Hoſpitality : time was,when the 
poore traueller was ſure to finde in moſt Townes of 
marke,two Innes to drinke at; the one the Manner- 
houſe, the other the Parſonage houſe : now menare 
knowne by their houſes, not the houſes by the men 
(as one of that ranke complaines):the Maſter of the 
houſe flies, and ſometimes carries behinde him a 
peece of the Church too, and by this meanes the 
Mannour is withourt drinke, the Parſonage without 
mault,and then what followes?traucllers muſt needs 
hauec drinke,thererfore there muſt be Alehouſes;and 
what will follow next,who knowes nor? 

The fec ond is,want of vpholding tillage and huſ- 
bandrie,work the husbandman our of his dwelling, 
(cither by turning him to a rack-rent, or by ſending 
him to looke a dwelling in ſome market towne) and 
what becomes of him ? cither he turnes Badger, or 
Maultſter, as knowing none other trade ; which two 
callings ſymbolize very much with that of the Ale- 
mans : and how many by their Landlords are thus 
vicd ? Qur bigger rownes (which by this meanes like 
eAntochus his Armie , are fuller of mouthes than 
hands) arc tro..y ciiLences, 
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The third is want of goucrnment in particular 
families : were I to ſecke a Tobacconilt, 1 would as 
ſoone looke him in a Gentlemans houle, as in any 
mans. In truth, where more abuſc,than in ſome ſuch 

laces? who more outragious in [nnes, Tauernes, 
Alehouſes,than cither the maſter or the men ? If on- 
ly Tinkers,and Pedlers, and beggers frequered ſuch 
houſes,a Conſtable, or officer mought be heard, an 
In-keeper might be mafter of his owne houſe : but 
drunkennefle finds ſuch friends and patrons,that nei- 
ther the one,nor the other ſort dares ſpeake a word. 

The fourth and laſtthing more neecrely concernes 
your own callings,and thar is want of due ſeueritie 
the goodnes of your natures, & educations,enclines 
you to mercie;a moſt ſweet grace, it it be not miſta- 
ken,and miſplaced : bur (alas)ris no mercie to ſuffer 
Locufſts to cate vp the childrens bread, and to turne 
in {wine to the Y us drink. I am hearrtily ſorriec 
to ſee how many good natures are decciued with 
this counterfeit of mercie, when Iuſtice ſhould take 
place againſt both places, and perſons offending. 
Hath any man offended * Ithe be tis mercy to 
ſpare him if great, tis pitie to diſgrace him, hath 
any houſe. Alas, if you pull downe their ligne, they 
cannot liue, the rowne muſt keepe them: ſo mercie 
keepes vp ſignes, and (which is worle) ſets them vp 
t00. Harh aſeruing-man ſpent his ſtrength &rtime? 
tis mercy to make hima paſle,and gine hima licenſe 

to {ell Ale : hath he bin wild,and diſhoneſt? in mer- 


cie licenſe him, to keepe him true and honeſt :as 1u- 7utus 3. 


lius made one Cardinall,to kcep him ſound and vp- 
right. Now ſurely a Cardinals hat againſt herefic, 
anda ſigne-poſt againſt diſhoneſtie, are ———_— 
muc 
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much at one. Oh ſtiffen your (clues againſt this mel. 
ting counterfeit, and ſuffer nor the cries of © ine, 
the entreaties of a ſeruant, of a friend, of a Geacle- 
man,ofa fellow Iuſtice, to tye your hands from tmi- 
ting aſinſo P—_ . The Lord in mercie,both ro 
you and vs, hath con ned you —__ to your 
owne Countrey and Countie, hee hath giuen you 
with good /z2444 to loue husbandrie, hee bath 
wrought in you ſome deale of care of your owne fa- 
milies,fome zeale tor the common good: you haue 
proceeded to ſome degrees of roundnes againſt this 
fin,we thankfully acknowledge what is done, & cric 
ſtill in your cares, as the Smith in the Landgraues, 
when he thought him too milde,dureſcite,dureſcite. 

There is a cruell mercy,ſaith one; there is a pious 
crueltie,{aith another : reie& that, embrace this yer 
more and more : and(if it be poſſible)caſe the Lord 
of contempts, his Anoynted of complaints , your 
Countrey of a burthen, your ſelues of trouble and 
of danger. You often complaine of baſtardies,ſhe 
ſealers, hedge-breakers, quarrellers, and the like : 
will you be caſed of theſe diſeaſes? Belecue ir, theſe 
ou into the Alehouſe, as the humors doe into 

e ſtomacke againſt an Ague-fitz take them there, 
drive them thence with ſome ſtrong Phylicke, and 
you heale our Townes and Corporations of infinit 
diſtempers all in one. Ihaue exceeded, I craue par- 
don,and beſcech the Lord to make you ſtill and (till 
to doc worthily in Iſracl,

Eader, 1 muit now be beholden to thy pati- 
ence,not onely for the manner of writing, but 
for the matter written off .T o declatme againſt 
ſuch a ſinne,zn ſuch an age,andſuch a Check, 
wrll ſeem a practice needleſſe,unmannerly unſcaſonable, 
all in one : needleſſe, becauſe enough is ſaid already of this 
argument : unmannerly,becauſ? it is an ill bird that de- 
files hey owne neit , unſeaſonable,becauſe experience hath 
taught 4's (11 many a Feuerdentius and Fitzimond), 
how ready the Paprit will be, to cait the ſhame of ſome 
wermime imto the face of our whole Church. But gine 
leaue to anſwere all mm order. 

1. Tothe firit, I anſwere by way of grant , it is true,o- 
thers haue written of the ſame ſubiett : ſecondly, by way 
of initance;, 1 hane not ſeene their writings, nor are they 
ery obutousgf they were, yet ſuch a diſeaſe needs a Coun. 
ſell, and College of Phyſattans. 

2. Toihe ans thus : firſt,1 know no Church wnder 
heauen fuller of learning and holmeſſe,than ours m Eng- 
land: ſecondly nenerth, lejje, I know no field, but it hath 
weedes, n0 floore but it hath chaffe, no mine but it hath 
droſſe, no body but it hath excrenients : and thirdly, to 
reprooue theſe as freely, as they ſhew themſelues clearely, 


was once the prattice, and honour of our Fathers ; and thersot both 


therefore no errour in 15 now, ſo long as we rather plaſter

full in his applications. 

As for his Auditorie,Judahs ſinnes admit a double aggra- 
uation z one from Gods ynutterable kindneſſe vnto them, 
deliuered in a ſtately manner, in the forefront of this Chap- 
ter. 
Another, from the qualitie and multitude of their tran(- 

greſſions againſt him,dilpatched in the reſidue. Theſe linnes 
of theirs, for number,prooue many ; for nature,heauy. The 
Prophethauing firſt wrapped them vp in a parable,now vn- 
folds them,and ſo makes good the generall charge by parti- 
cular inſtances. The firſt Inſtance againſt them,is, an vnſut- 
ferable abuſe of their wealch and plenty, partly in the get- 
ting,and partly in the va_ In the getting, they ſerued 
no other maſters than theſe, Couctouſneſle and Ambition 
ſtill hauing, ſtill crauing ; and therefore they ſhould receiue 
no better wages, than emprineſſe and baſeneſle. In the ſpen- 
ding.chey were as riotous,as in the gathering,couetous: and 
of this latter ſinne they arc now indited, Where firſt our 
Propher layes downe the offence; ſecondly, paſſerh ſen- 
rence. The offence is in a word, abufiue drinking (the abuſe 
of eating not excluded, as appeares, verl. 17). This finfull 
drinking is deſcribed by the matter, wherein the failingwas, 
and by the cauſes and effeRts thereof. The caules or parties 
offending, are let forth by three aHtions; firſt, the ride eare- 
ly, and are yp in the top of the morning on this errand, 
wherein they are but too too diligent, and vnſeaſonable, 
contrary to the rules of temperance and cuſtomes (as it 
ſeemes)of their owne countrey. 

Secondly,being vp,they lke.not loſſe of time, they purſue 
(ith the text) the liquor from cup'to cup, from houle to 
houſe,from towne to towne, 

Thirdly,when they are at it,they are no flinchers, they fir 
by ic from morning to cuening, or (as the words will alſo 
ne dawning ot the day to another,they fic 
be the parties ſpoken off, and ſpoken a- 

me of drunkards,if E/a can iudge. 

ng,isthe matter and ſublet of this abuſe)

ſtrong drinke and wine] the fiuire of the vine, and of other 

oth trees and graines : for the Prophets word is very 
large,and containeth all drinkes of Rreagth beſides wine (in 
this place), whether (imples or compounds, whether of 
fruits(ſtrictly ſo receiued)or of corne;as WR" +, 
Ale,&c ; none of theſe came amille,ſo they were of ſpirit, 0n- 
ly becauſe they drunke not our of neede, bur luſt ; nor for 
health, bur delight ; therefore they would haue it right: and 
this is the ſecond thing. 

In the:third place follow the efteRs(at leaſt, companions) 
of this milplaced drinking, 

Wine (thinke the fame of other liquour according to their 
ſtrengths) inflames or purſues them. Indeed it doth both; ir 
jnflames the bloud,and caſts into feuors(as the word would 
ſeeme to import) ; itinflames the ſoule, and fills that with 
luſts as hot as hell; it inflames the whole man, and cauſes a 
droplie and ſtrange thirſtineſſe; and withall, it purſues the 
man as faſt, as he purſues it,forfing him ſtill ypon more and 
more,and filling himwich thoſe ſuckers and horſe-leaches, 
that neuer ceaſe crying,Giue,giue. 

Wine (and drinke) = abuled, cored a man quite out of 
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his reaſon and occalions,and makes him ſo ſenſuall,that hee Verſc23, 


ſhall mind nothing bur his luſts,the Harpe, Viole,&c. 
Their drinke or feaft (fo the Hebrewes call their feaſts in 
thoſe hot parts), where more was drunke than caten,ſo with 
reater reaſon may Eſay call the drunkards banquet, whoſe 
-_ and fleſh, whole firſt and ſecond courſe is drinke, and 
little elſe than drinke : as if he ſhould ſay ; They feede ypon 
pleaſures; atter drinke, they call for muſicke ; after one In- 
{trument, tor another; the harpe for my money (faith one) 
the violl for me (faith a ſecond), the more the merrier (faith 
the third) ; all, all, lets haue as many Ioftruments here, as

merry,and hang forrow, Thus wine {ets men ypon a merry 
pinne,ſo that they care not what they ſpend, what they doe 
to giue fleſh content, | 
Thirdly,this makes a man vrterly forgerfull of God, fo

that neither the workes,nor working of his hands be regar- 
ded,that is,neither ſhall the Lord be acknowledged in the 
firſt making, nor regarded inthe preſent difpoling of his 
creatures, ether by way of mercy,or of judgement. Drinke 
will beſor,that a man ſhall haue no leaſure or power to con- 
fider,by whom,and my theſe creatures(thus abuſed) were 
made; by whom and why they are either multiplied or ſub. 
trated: bur the drunkard being drowned, and buried in 
wine, and mirth, layes downe all thoughts of a God, of a 
Iudge,and ſets all at f:xe and ſeuen. 

Thus you haue the finne, and ſinners here endited. This 
Noble-man,this man of God, hauing thus followed them 
through all their haunts and Ale-houles,and told them from 
point to point, what they did and ſaid in the middeſt of all 
their cups and quaftings ; now riſes vp,being full of the ſpi- 
- ofthe Lord,and iudgement of his God,and proceedes to 
entence,

His ſentence was in grofſe propoſed in theentrance ; ſo 
ſoone as Eſay fon Fawey theſe beaſts, fier was in his 
bowels,and he diſcharged a woe vpon them: but now hee 
deſcends to particulars,and enlarges his woe in this ſort. 
Firſt,he reſumes and repeates the cauſe of their miſery,as 
Judges vie to doe,when > 2en ive ſentence [therefore], and 
[becanſe they hane no knewledge |; that is,for their riot and ex- 
ceſſe (together with the companions and effeAts thereof ) 
which hath reſolued it ſelfe into vrter brutiſhnes,in ſo much 
that they have our-liucd all vnderſtanding ; for this cauſe 
(faith the Lord by his Propher) Ile puniſh them. 
Secondly,he delivers the ſentence in the parts and effects 
of it; the parts and parcels of the puniſhment and ſentence 
are three : Firſt, caprewitie (the ftorme that fell vpon their 
kinſmen of Samaria,much about this time) ; this they were 
as ſurc of, as ofthe coates on their backs; and therefore the 
Propher ſpeakes accordingly | they are gone, &c). 
Secondly, 
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Secondly, ſcarcitic and famine, the ordinary companion 
of warre,and haibenger{if not attendant) of capriuity, 

Thirdly, death, which vſually tollowes the Campe, and 
raines in that Citie, which the enemy hath blocker vp, or be- 
girt with ſouldiers. Thele are the particulars of their puniſh- 
ment and ſentence ; which how they were made vp, they 
poore ſoules felt,and we may reade. 

Thelaſt thing followes,the cftcAts of this doome and ex- 
econ, 

Firſt, in repeR of the delinquents, the Inhabitants of Te- 
ruſalem and ludeca,cuen the chieteſt of them. 

Secondly,in reſpeRt of the Lord who cenſures them. 

Thirdly,in regard of thecreatures by them abuled, which 
ſhould feede themſclues and CR to the firſt in- 
ſtitution,and not be any longer, either ſubiects of vanitie,or 
inſtruments of euill; contrary to that goodneſſe, which the 
firſt creation, and divine inſtitution put vpon them. 

Thus you (ce the heads of a Prophets Sermon : had you 
heard this Orator himlelfe preſſing theſe things in his owne 
words, with his owne afteQions, your hearts would haue 
melted in your bodies : bur we _ doe as we may. For the 
manner,and for the matter, we will not dwell all that 
is offered, but haſten to that which (after the Prophet) is by 
vs chiefly intended. He begins (you fee) with a woe; and 
though he were a Courtier,and a Maſter of ſpeech,to whoſe 
elegancies,the roarings, and rowlings of Demoſthenes do no 
moreanſ{were,thanthe confuſed noiſe of waters in one age, 
re the ſweete yoyce of Harpes in another in /obus Reuelati- 
on : yet he knowes how to curſe as well as bleſle, chide as 
well as comfort ; and can ſpeake warre co arebell, as well as 
peacetoa friend; andif this were no impeachment, cither 
to his breeding, or his writing (who therein never met with 
his match,vnrill Saint Pax ſet pen to paper for Rome) 1 ſee 
no reaſon, why any Teacher now ſhould be reputed rude in 
ſpeech and behauiour for the like praCtiſes ypon the like oc- 
caſions. 

Againft,we ſee in this moſt heaucnly Teacher, a woe in 
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readineſle for every diſobedlence, a woe for. the oppreſlor, 
ver[{.$. a woe for the preſumpruous ſcorner, verl.18.19. a 
woe for the vnrighteous Judges, ver(.20. a woe for the 
proud, verſ.21.a woefor the drunkard, ver(.22. as here, ſo 
that euerie ſinne hath its burthen;and if one alone will make 
one wofull, what will many ? what all?when they meete in 
one, 

Thirdly, E/ay deales not his woes and blowes,at randome 
fighting (as they ſay of ſome) in the darke, bur asa valiant 
champion, he encounters the enemy in the face, and oppoſes 
to the (innes of his time & nation, with greateſt vehemency; 
and herein indeed lies the wiſdome and faithfulneſle of a 
Teacher : then,and onely then ſhall he procue himſelfe fin- 
cere and vnpartiall, when he ſhall hold his courſe in the hea- 
yens(where being a ftarre he is placed), notwithſtanding the 
encounters of contrary orbes and motions;vpon this ground 
E/ay then,and I more þ ypon this eee tad, it 
being now as ſhameleſle, as then it was feareleſle ; paſſin 
thetefore all other particulars, lets faſten vpon char which 
the words doe with their fulleſt fireame carry vs vnto, and 
there confine our ſelues ro this one propoſition. Abufiue 
drinking is a very dangerous finne. This point requires no 
great ſtore of paines or words for explication,wee are all a- 
greed thusfarre.

Secondly, thatrhe 
very ſame ation, which is in itſelte naturally good (being 
miſplaced,and ill-managed) becomes morally bad, Of this 
nature istheationnow in queſtion : Man is nomore to be

ing aliuing and a ſenſible creature; only a&tions of this kind 
(being not ſimply anqabſolutely good, bur in a reſpeR)may 
eaſily and accidentally become bad. Drinking then is not 
ſimply condemned ; but (fo) drinking : that is, ſuch drin- 
king as £/ay ſpeakes of (in a word) abuftue drinking : but of 
the words enough. For confirmation of this point, methinks 
we need not ſay any thing, if it be a ſinne(ſo)to drinke, then 
muſt it needs be dangerfull ; and ifit be the abuſe of a good 


thing, 
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thing,then willit alſo proue finfull : but it muſt be a very 
faire Print that the Drunkard can reade,and proofes muſt be 
very cleare,clſc he cannottaſte them (ſo 1 + nes any he 
weares hjs eyes in his tongue), and therefore we muſt Rand 
to proue the ſnow to be white, andto ſhew,that howſocner 
drinking be needfull ; yet the abuſe of. drinking is both fin- 
full and hurtfull,nay,exceeding _ 
Thus then wee firſt reaſon from authoritie. That which x 
God curſes,and ſmires with heauy iudgements,that is a dan- 
erous ſinne; hee both curſes and ſmites diſordered drin- 
ings,therefore this is a dangerous finne. The curſe we may 
find written in blood,in many places of the Word; Woeto 
drunkenneſle (ſaith £/ay): Woe (faith Habacxch ): Woe Hab.z. 
(faith Salomon): Howle you drunkards (faith 7oe/): Weepe loeks. 
yee feaſt-mongers(of this kind) faith James. And which of tames.s. 
Gods ſcruants hath not a woe in his mouth tothrew at this 
ſinne? The iudgements and executions we meete with all, 
in ſtories of all ages,and writers of all ſorts : but what ſhould 
we runne into particulars, when we find and perceiue two 
worlds of people to fal ynder y curſes due to this fin inpart. 
Abuſive drinking holp to drownethe firſt world, as the to- 
ry tells vs; they eate,drank ; they did theſe _ vnſeaſona- 
—_— God called to mourning), exceſſuely, more like Manh.24, 
beaſts than men,continually paſſing without breathing from w<m= 
one to another(as S. Zake elegantly delivers it). In ſumme, Luke 15, 
they —_— our ourpoſe)liſorderly,cher God faid, 
fatiate your {clues vith liquor (whereof you haue been euer 
ſo thirkie)and choaked To with afloud; andas it haſte- 
ned the deſtruction of that world, ſo will it of this(as our Sa- 
uiour ypon the like premiſſcs inferres the like _ conclu- Manh.14. 
fion in the ſame place); nay, this ſinne will kindle flames of 
hell m the drunkards ſoule, and will cry to heauen for his 
barment there, 1.Cor.6, and therefore ſureit is dangerous. », 
- a. that praQtiſe which blind nature abhorres and 
deteſts,muſt needs be very odious and perilous, now ſuch is 
the diſorderly yſe of drinke, nature loathes it and trembles 
at it,as might be ſhewed(if needfull)by the Lawes and con» 
C ſitutions

Qitutions of all States and Gouernments, that have been 

thought worthy remembrance,by the teſtimony of the loo- 
V.Stobefor feſt and moyſieft naturaliſts,the very Poets,the very Greeks 
theGreeks ho haue condemned fippings and drinkings, as well as 
how drunkenneſle. 

Laftly,by the verdit of the drunkards owne conſcience, 
which fills his face with ſhame and bluſhing,when he is cal. 
led by that name, and makes him quake ar the finne it ſelfe, 
till hee hath laid this his keeper to ſleepe, and blowne our 
thar lictlelight, thar is left in him, and deſperately drowned 
the yoyce,and cry of nature, and yer "wy knowes itnot) z 
nature hath no lively touch or quick-ſ1ght, the matter (alas) 
mult be very groſſethat nature ſeeth foule and fluttiſh, thar 
ſhe ſqueams ar, yet (behold) that nature(which out of blind. 
nefſe fwallowes ſo many flics) ſtraines at this, and therefore 
certainely it is 10 gnat. 

From authoritie (Divine and humane) we might paſſe 
to arguments of another kind, and fall ypon this finne with 
many weapons at once, reaſoning either from the generall 
thus : It is a great finne to abuſe any lawfull thing and good 
creature; therefore drinke. Or from the like thus ; To abuſe 
mearte to ſurfer, is grieuous; therefore drinkealſo : or from 
the contrary, or from the cauſes, or from the effets. Bur

ordered drinking fills a man with all curſes and miſeries, na- 

rurall and ſpiritual, therefore ir is to be —_—_ moſt 
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hurrfull ; rhis is, firſt, prove; ſeconily, proved from a 
particular enumeration ani! induction, &c. 

Inthe generall, there is woe and alas, to cuery abuſer of Ver. g. 
drinke : hr}, miſeries voſutferable, and tuch as (hall cruſh 
(firſt or laſt) the tipler,and make him blow,and ſweate vn- 
der them:the woe 15not fer downe in Gods booke,the(alas) 
will one day be fetched out @t his ſides. Then in particular, 
this practice fils him with much ſinne againſt ochers,v5z, 
| drinke abuſed, doth breed brawles, and make quarrels: 
where the party dares bee bold, it makes him braule with 
neighbours, fellowes,hoſteſle, ſeruants,children, wife,all;the 
drinke having bitten him, he runnes like a mad dog vp and 
downe, ſnapping at every body ; firſt, he ſhakes his owne 
people in his own yard,then all that come within the breath 
of him, hauing once fallen out with his owne wits and mem- 
bers(that one goes one way,and another another way) hee j\ſanic rolun. 
can agree with no body, bur prooues raging mad,as a Hea- taria.Sen.cp, 
then(after Salomon) could ſay. {,13.49.45, 

Secondly,as he can il rule his hand,ſo worſe his tongue;fat ** cundl calhe 
cups oyle that ſo much, that it cannor ſticke; drinke doubles hare 
his eyes and eares,he ſees(in his conceit)all things double : 
but it multiplies his tongue beyondnumber; one drunkard 
hath rongue enough for rwenty folke, and hath ſomewhat 
to ſay troeuery queſtion and perſon; he is then a good A- 
ſtronomer, Logician,Philoſopher ; and what not? A Cun- 
ſable, Tuſtice, Preacher, Counſeller, a King ; and who not ? 

What cannot he doe? what doth he not know ? what will 

henot ſay? Any ſecrets are then reuealed,of friends,of wife, 
of tate ; yea,his owne heart comes vp as eafily, as ſome of 
his drinke,and you ſhall afſoone perfwade a ſtoneto ſpeake, 
as himro be filent ; now he railes, now he ſcoffes, now hee 
lies,now he fawnes,now he ſweares,now he bans, and can- 
not be quiet till tis rongue be wormed, 

Secondly,as hc is 2 foc toothers, ſono friend to himſelfe, 
whether ſoule or body be conſidered : for body, hee is moſt 
ſenfibleofthat; and therefore Salomondoth well ro begin 
there:he drawes miſery vpon himſelfe from others, he cre-

in Hell from heauen : but hee will cauſe Fs kindred to 
forſake him, officers to ſmite him, Cirurgions, Phyſitians, 
Taylers,Bailiftes,and other Magiſtrates . troubled with 
him, full much againſt their wills ; there is no helpe,but hee 
muſt paſſe ynder the hands of priuate rulers, of publike Go- 
vernours, both in Church and nweale; mw he 
muſt to the whip,to the poſt,to the ſtocks,or elſc he prooues 
a Bedlem, # 
Bur is this all? No; though all men giue him paſſage, 
yet he will not to his graue in peace, he will doe on executi- 
on ypon himſelfe, he will bleare his eyes(faith Salomon); is 
that the worſt? then neuer care; he will ſell two eyes, to ſa- 
tisfie one tongue : bur that is not the worſt, he meanes two 
things : firſt,that he diſtempers himſelfe : ſecondly,that hee 
diſguiſes himſelfe. For the firſt : Who can recount the hurts 
that by chis meanes come to the whole body, eſpecially to 
head,ſtomack,liver,and the more noble parts ? who can re- 
cite the Rheumes,Goures, Drophes, Apoplexies, Inflamma- 
tions,and other diſtempers hence enſuing ? Beleeuc a man in 
his owne art: The diſtempered body,the more it is filled,the 
more itis ſpilled, 
For the ſecond : What one finne more mangles and defa- 
ces Gods Image,and mans beauty, than this ? how doth it 
dam vp the head and ſpirits with mud? blow the cheekes 
with wind ? fill the eyes and noſe with fier? lade the hands 
and legges with water? plague (inſhort) the whole man 
with the diſeaſes of a Horſe, the belly of a Cow, the head 
- an Ale, &c. and turne himinto a yery walking dung. 
-'f> | | 

Thus Sa/owon hath furniſhed vs with ſome reaſons againſt 
this finne : the drunkard now interrupts him(as one impati- 
ent of farther ſpeech) before he can finiſh his cmdpelitng 
he would ſhift off all, and therefore moues euery ene; firſt, 
if 
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(ifit might be) he would deny thefat : ſecondly,or(if that 
may not be)he will ſtand to his aftion,and make .good his 
praQiſe. For the firft,thus he ſpeakes, whar of all this? yeeld 
euery word that is ſpoken againſt drunkennefle to be true, 
grant it as bad, or worſe, than its made, whats this to me ? 
the queſtion ſtickes here,who is a drunkard ?for my ſelfe, I 
was neuer ſo gone yet, but I knew the way home, I could 
tell what I did,what I ſaid,&c. The diuine Orator anſwers 


(and his anſwere is alſo ours) They that tarrie long at the Verſ.z0, 


wine,they that goe to ſeeke mixt wine, they are the parties 
to whom the woe belongs,they areto be ranked with drun- 
kards. Drinke then is not only abuſed when it turnes vp a 


mans heeles, and makes the houſe runne round, ( as one Senecs. Gra+ 
ſpeakes) but when it ſteales away the afteCtions, fo farre, drm errant#, 
x won a man cannot make too much haſte to it,take too much «ip mo- 


paines for it, ſpend too muchtime at ir. Beleeue ir,if a man 
drinke too much for his purſe, too much for his calling and 
eccaſions,too much for his health, and quiet of bodie and 
minde, Sa/omon calles him a drunkard : yea a drunkard, 
though hee take not too much for his braines : for why ? a 
man hath no more reaſon, or warrant,to drowne his time, 
his eftate, his liuer,his ſtomack, &c.than his wits, & braines : 
nay, ſeeing in caſes of this nature, things are rather meaſu- 
by the intention and affeCtion of the doer, than by the 
iſſue and cuent of things : why ſhould not a man be deemed 
a drunkard, for his inordinate affeQtion to drinke, as well as 
an Adulterer for the like affeftion to his neighbours wife? 
Nor needs that trouble vs, which Philoſophers tell vs, that 
no man defires drunkennefſe : for the ſame may be faid of 
euery other finne : finne,as finne,in its owne colours and na- 
ture,is neither deſired, nor deſirable, bur only as its diſgui- 
ſed, and offers it ſelfe to the vnderſtanding and will, in the 
likenefſe and habit of goodneſle : drinke is defired, though 
drunkenneſle be nor, and company, and fport,and all occa= 
ſions of the linne : and when to theſe, the defires are carried 
with too much ſtrength (the man that ſhorffd be maſter of 
his defires,and not a ſervant to them) deſerves for his folly, 
C 3 tO: 
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to heare drunkard. Hence Salomons deſcription, which in 
truth will not ſuite with any other drunkard,than this now 
ſpoken of: alas,ifnone be drunke but ſuch as haue loſt their 
legges, tongues, ſenſes, that lie tumbling in their owne vo- 
mite,and ſleeping, in a guzle, what ſhould Sa/-mon ſpeake 
of quarrels, bablings,&c. Such be as dead as a dorenaile, 
ring a bell intheir care they heare not, much leſſe can they 
ſpeake ; ſcoffe them, rob them, ſmite them, ſpurne them, they 
{tirre not,much lefſe quarrQ : only its your mannerly, ſober 
Methodicall drunkard, that drinkes by the houre, and can 
tell the clocke,that drinkes by meaſure,and by rule, firft fo 
much Ale, then ſuch a quantitie of Beere,then of Sack, then 
of Renniſh, then back againe from Wine to Ale,tzom Ale to 
Beere, till the raines be cleanſed, the liver cooled, the (to- 
macke {et vpright, and heate and moyſture brought vnto a 
iſt and cucn temper : its he that Salomon ſpeakes of, hee (1 
ſay) that when he likes not his hoſt,hath legges to goeto 
another houſe, and wit to iudge of the beſt Brewer ; nay, 
$kill ro brew himſelfe, helpe him but to the ſimples, and ler 
him alone for the otides : he knowes his proportions, 
for wine, for ſugar,for ſpring-water,Roſe-water,and the 0- 
ther ingredients: nay, if the houſe be not worth an Tuy- 
buſh,let him haue his rooles about him, Nutmegs,Roſema- 
ry, Tobacco,with other the appurtenances, and hee knowes 
how of puddle ale,to make a cup of Engliſh wine,and when 
he hath brewed, he hath as great a viſe in drinking, iuſt ſo 
much as will make him heartie, cheerfull, wirtie,healchfull, 
and no more : this is the man that Sa/omon ſpeakes of, aman 
of meaſures,and mixtures,as onc of his words import. 
Why but (faith the Tipler, (for now he {| eakes)if Salo- 
mon {peake againſt this regular drinking, he f cakes beſides 
the booke; the vertue of wine(ſay the like lacks liquors) Y 
D oe a man haue $kill how to chooſe it, by irs colour, 
taſte, motion, &c. and will ( if not receiued to ſurfer) giue 
much content, and refreſhing ; this is knowne, T finde it, 
feele it, I perceiue it doth me good, and lle beleeue my 
owne eyes, and taſte, before tenne Salomons. Salomon an- 
1wCcrs 
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{wers this : Well(faith he) benor deceived with ſhewes and Verſ3;. 
ſhadowes; a man may be drunke, though his eyes be nor 
out,and may be Ceceiued though his eyes be in roo: all is 
not gold chat gliſters,zlis not paid that is promiſed; wine 
promiſech much for the prefent, bur it wil! deceive thee in 
the end; it promiſerh healch, bur it paics fickneſle; ir pro. » 
miſerh comforr, but thou ſhalt inde ſorrow ; it promiſeth Verſ.za.

Secondly, his heart (to paſſe to the ſecond companion) 
belcherh our peruerſe and crooked Gingsthings farre from 
truth, piety,reaſon,modefſty : oh the bealtlinefle that ſmoaks 
out of ſuch a mouth! a man would thinke that the Diuell 
humſelfe ſhould bluſhto heare his child talke, how doth his 
mouth runne ouer with lyes, againſt both Chriſtians, and 
Preachers ? What ſpeakes he lefſe than whoredomes, Adul- 
reries, Inceſts, at euery word ? heare two, or three talke, 
when ſomewhat whitled, and you would change the I yca- As 14.

men. 

Yer we arenot at an end: exceſſive drinking hath athird Ver£34-35- 
companion, and thats ſenſeleſneſle, borh of one place and 
caſe. For the firſt, lay a drunkard in the ſeas, ſerhimon a 
tree,or maſt,tis al one to him,he conſiders nothing, but(as if 
the preuerbe, A drunken man neuer takes harme, were good 
ſcripture)

Secondly,that this Deoplilike diſeaſe is almoſt incurable, 
partly becauſe a man herein ſees not himſelfe,and knowes 
not what to repent of when he is _— _ ataske al- 
moſt inuinſible ro make him owne thoſe words and beha- 
uiours,when he is ſober,which in his pots he was author of) 
and partly becauſe this diſeaſe (till pow vpon him like a

drunkenneſle. 


And thus Salomon hath proued our poynt, and yeelded 
this concluſion ; Abufiue drinking is a Cw linne : 
dangerous to body,dangerous to ſoule, dangerous in its ef- 
fes, dangerous in its companions, dangerous in this life, 
dangerous inthe life ro come. After this moſt wiſe writer, 
it were worth the while,to heare our moſt loftie Orator de- 
claime vpon the ſame theme, telling vs how preiudiciall to 
labour,libertie,liuelihood,and life it ſeife it is : but I ſhould 
be too too tedious, and therefore I reſt inthat which hath 
been already ſpoken in the opening of the text, and poſt 
now to ſome application. 

Is this a finne ſo dangerfull ? then muſt the confideration 
hereof humble vs, and bring vs on our knees, both all and 
ſome ; firſt, all of ys hauc reaſon to take to heart this ſinne,

ture,which ſound moſt ill fauouredly in a 7a ei 1 
asSalomontels vs. 

Secondly, when towards men they become vnmanlike 
and ynciuill,ſo farre from remembring(amidf their bowels) 
the affliction of /oſeph, as that they forget the nature and 
fleſh they are cloathed withall,ceaſe to be men, ſuffer them- 
ſcluesto be transformed by this Crce(drinke) into ſwine, 
ſhewing as little manners one towards another , as ſuch 
creatures doc, and no better. 

Thirdly,when in reſpe&t of themſclues,they haue no com- 
mand ouer their affeCtions, ſo farre from putting a knife to 
their owne throat (when they haue taken enough) as thar 
they be ready to you itina m__ belly (if he offer to ſer 
bounds to their throats,and will fetch no more)at leaſt they 
ynbleſſe rhemſelues, when meanes, and time and company 
will not permit a ſacrificeto their Bacchss,totheir belly. 

The fourth error is i the end, when Gods ends bee not 
thought vpon, but the contrary, when they drinke not to 
ſerue God and to ſet vp him, but to other purpoſes, to wit, 
that ſo they may lay their conſciences on ſleepe, drinke and 
drive outthe threats of the word, the thoughts of death, ſay- 
ing in the Epicures wordsand a beaſts language, Let vs cate, 
drinke,to axorrow we ſhall dye. 

Secondly,when they drinke not for ſtrength, bur luſt,and 
pricego ſhew how full of Satan they be, and how nezre to 

wine. 

Thirdly,when xhey drinke,not to be ſeruiccable ro man- 
kinde,but to abuſe their brethren, to lay others vnder table, 
to ſarisfie reuenge, to diſcouer others ſecrets, to picke 0- 
thers purſes,&c. 

And for the waies and meanes,how,and whereby drinke 
comes to be abuſed, ſo much only in regard of haſte. 

Now followeth the third thing, the degrees namely by 
thele 
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theſe abuſed drinkings and here we meane not to enter in- 
tothe myſteries of this black art,nor ſpend time in particu- 
larizing the ſeuerall orders and degrees of theſe profeſſors, V.Tableof 
as ſome others haue done, but only content our ſelues with *Funkards, 
thus much. Firſt,there is no man pgs failes in ſome of 
the named particulars, yet ſecondly there is a differennce : As the Hes- 
theſe abuſes and corruptions raigne in ſome, that is,they be thens diſtin- 
ordinary, they bee affected, they be iuftified,at leaſt ſecretly guith — 
allowed. Secondly, they bee mortified in others, tha is, hrigfws. 
ſome men doe not ordinarily (nay not once perhaps in an 

e) breake out into any groſſeneſle, nor at any time allow 
antiten in any exorbitancie; but my ſtrive againſt che 
ſinne,they deteſt it,they bewaile it in w ,and it is 
an Hazaelto their eyes : our ſpeech throughour is direfted a King 8, 
againſt the former degree of drunkenneſſe. Now ſeeing 
then we vnderſtand one another,and the particulars of this 
ſinne, doe but ſee (1 paſſe to the ſecond thing mentioned 
what reaſon we haue to tremble : for 1 indo is not drin 
abuſed with ys? do we drink to God,to health,to ſtrength, 
to the Common-wealth ? What? is there no failing with 
vs? in matter none? in manner none? in meaſure none? in 
the ends of drinking nene? Or is this failing in the waine 
and muchwhat mortified? Oh that I anſwere affir- 
matiuely ! but alas I cannot: men drinke God out of their 
hearts, hatch out of their bodies, wit out of their heads, 
ſtrength out of their ioynts, wife and * children out of dores, * As the Ruf- 
theland and kingdome out of quiet,and plentie fand threa. $40 in Mar 
ten all with miſerie. A ——— charge is nothing without nonmmmgy 
particular inſtance,lets touch ypon the heads propoſed : and 
firſt, if wee begin with the matters abuſed, I am at a ſtand, 
and wot not well what to ſay, leſt in reprouing I become z 
reachef,as it fared with anotherin the like w : this I may ;-pouuiuel /er- 
ſay in groſſe, the Diuell is turned Brewer, Mountebank and mus. per Petrol. 
lome Aporthecaries ate not his worſt drawers, who haue 
their cups of fornication alſo as well as the hoſteſle of Baby- 
lon: onething is in ſight and ſent, the whole land ſtinkes 


of ir,vuleſſe ut be where the brightnes of his Maicſtie dif 
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pels the ſmoake,and that is Tobacco, Doe you cuer thinke 
it was Gods meaning,that that hearbe ſhould be —_ 
nary a liquouror perfume, that euery Gentleman and beg- 

es Tapſter and Hoſtler, _ Carrier and Tiokes, 
ſhould make a bricken of his body, and a chimney of his 
noſe? Ohthe yanitie that that poore creature is ſubieR vn- 
to: to what drudgery is it put, though Maicſtic ic ſclte hath 
ſpoken for its libertie ? 

What ſhould I ſpeake of particular drinkes? Is it not la- 
mentable to ſee, how farre wee are fled from the Patriarkes- 
water ? It Heathens bewailed this, ſhould nor Chriſtians ? 
What a thing is this that children be halfe killed before 
they are borne, with diſtempered drinkes(as one more juſt» 
ly,than ficly,vpon the occaſion of Samſon dict complaines.) 
Whart a griefe to ſee how euery boy and girle now adds fire 
to fire, and be all for the ſtrongelt : the ftrongelt Ales, the 
rongelt Beeres, the firongelſt Wines, the hottelt ſpices. 
Arc not our {waggerers like to doe their countrey ſcruice 
one day, who ro. 4 {calding can powre downe cups of 
your hotreſt waters, and drinke more ſpirits in a night, than 
their fleſh and braines be worth? Verily here is an abuſe, a 
reat abuſe thus to diſcontent nature, that is content with to 

tele. But as yet wee be but inthe hauen ; if weelanch into 
the deepe, wee ſhall meete with Sca-monfters : for come to 
the meaſure of mens drinking,and what meaſure finde you ? 
notime is long enovigh for this peece of ſervice,not the day, 
not the night, not many, not any : men haue nailed their 
eares tothe doore; of a " +6cunbey have agreed with Sa- 
tan; Miſter it is good being heere, lets build; there they 
live,nay dye daily faid a good Biſhop, and excellent Prea- 
cher. Come to a mans Fouſe, and where is hee? bis wife 
knowes not : aske the ſeruants, they know not ; when will 
hee be at home ? they cannot ſhew you; yes they can,bue 
they bluſh to ſpeake : forſooth the matter is this; ther's his 
houſe, but his dwelling is atthe Alehonſe, and when all his 
money is ſpent, if then his wife will fetch him home with a 
lanthorne,and his men in a barrow, he comes with as much 
ſenſe 
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ſenſe as Micolr Image had; elſe Sunne and Moone goe 0. 
uer his head,till hee hath ſlept himſelfe ſober, and watched 
himſclfe drunken, Againe,there —_— many can youtel)? 
who know no caliing at all, bur ro uruay the p; h-waies to 
the Inne,co giue the watch-word, who makes the beſt, and 
to deuiic new waies and wagers in quafhog. 
No coſt is too much,that is beſtowed vpon an Ale-poſte, 3" 
great is this Dianaof the Epheſians ; men will maintaine this 
trifle, as farre as euer Demetrins his, as farve as euer lona- 
than would ſupport his deareſt Damid to their bow and 
ſword. Ifthey haue a groar, it burnes inthepurſe,till it bee 3-Saw.1s, 
drowned indrinke ; it gold, they changeit; ifplate, they | 
pawneit; away goes all,to the coates ontheir backs,rather 
than they will ſcante (as they ſay) their belly; nay, ifthey 
had aiewell as rich as ten Lordſhips, or as that of that vn. C{opaire, 
womanlike-ſwaggerer,the throat ſhould haue it, How of- 
ten haue I ſcene vermine ſucking the drunkards bloud as 
falt,as hee that of the grape and mault; yer would hee not 
leaue his holte,nor looſe his draught. 
What is ſaid/of theſe, may allo of the third. Oh that T in 
ſpeaking,you in hearing,could mourne for it as we ought, I 
meane at that hamefull conqueſt, which drinke gers ouer 
our owne fleſh ; when did the Sunne ever ſee ſome men ſo- 
ber? how are our townes peſtered,and wayes firowed with 
theſe filrhes ? Oh the drunkenneſle thar is in one day in this 
land at ſome Faire or Market to be ſcene? Goe butro the 
townes end where a Faire is kepr, and there they lye, as if 
ſome field had bin fought : here lies a har, there lies a cloake, x,;; muliere 
here a man, there a youth, there(alas for woe) a woman,nay, nibil turgius, 
a ſwine with a womansface ; goeinto the back lanes, and nf. 
there you haue them among froggs and toads, their fitteſt 
matches; goe intoan Inne,and what roome is free; no hoſ- 
pirall yelds ſo pitifull a fight, no dunghill fo filthy a ſmell, 
vah,vah,vah,you would finkexo ſeeand ſmell, what from 
me you ſhall not heare ; Oh Lord,it is thy vnſpeakable mer- 
cy,that a land ſo ficke of drinke,doth not ſpew vs all out. 
— Burthis is notall, men faile in the AO a" 
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the meaſure. Faile,firſt, againſt theraſelues,louing drinke,as 
they ſhould doe God,aboue all,aboue wealth, health,credir, 
. child, wife, life, heauen, ſaluation, all calling for that as the 
Balujn Iud.3s Pope for his diſh,cuen in dfpite of heauen. 

Faile(ſecondly)rowards others in point of Chriſtianitie, 
Prou.z4, ſhall Ifay? nay,incivilities and humanities. Sa/omonin de- 
So Cbryſ.and ſcribing amad-man, fitly points out the drunkard, whois 
346i call bim. 1a voluntary Bedlem ; nay,diuell; he cafts fier, arrowes, 
ſwords,all in ieft and (port, this the general; for particulars, 

Videas alios pe. 1 cannot be excuſed,it I ſhal pollute this aire with the 
cula in tela ver. of their out-rages,Oh what horſe-play? what mad baſe,bru- 
fentes, ſcypbum tiſh behaviours paſſe betweene cups ? what contempts are 
in faciem conn there and then vitered, againſt all authoritie ? It is a ſmall 
oy —_— matter to fit ypon their Pariſh Prieſts (as thoſe hogs-heads 
© termehim). In ſuch a ma they will vifit a whole Dio- 
ceſſe and Prouince : nay,the {ageſt Iudge,the graueft Coun- 
ſellor,and greateſt Peere in the land,muft doe {eruice to their 
court, and be ſummoned before the Ale-bench : nor will 
they ſtay here ; when they haue huft their ſmoake into the 
face of theſe, they will haue a health to Prince Charles, to 
=y Lames,and what not for the honour of England ? Shall 
I tell you? when I ſee his Maietlies piture hanged vp for a 
ſigne,me thinkes it mooues me a lirel ; but more toſce him 
ſet behind the table in the hall, there to welcome the gueſts, 
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throat,and amongſt them ſhee is torne in pieces; euen ſo 
theſe helliſh miſcreants,theſe bodily, and viſible diuels, ha- 
ving their tongues fired and edged from hell, fall vpon the 


Lord Ieſus; one cries, Wounds ; another, Bloud; athird, 
Heart; a fourth, Body ; a fifth, Soule ; and never leaue ftab- 
bing,and-tearing with their ſtings, till no whole place bee 
left, Oh miſerie,Oh wickednefſe, what ſhall T fay ? oh that 
ever any that wore Chrifts badge, and bore his name, 
ſhould thus riſe againſt him. 

Haue we yet done? I would we had : but we ſhoote at a 
wrong marke in drinking,ſo wide are we. Our aime ſhould 
be Gods glory : but many drinke to this end,that they may 
the eaſier orger God et him in his threats which ſtick in 
their ſoules after ſermon;torget him in his iudgemets, which 
haue taken hold of ſome of their companions; they drinke, 
to the end they may dfrowne conſcience, and put off all 
thoughts of death and judgement, to the end they may har- 
ten and harden themſelues againſt all the meſſages of God, 
and make themſclues both to know and moue at Gods own 
words,as in this Prophefie we find afterwards ; how many 
a mans heart can tell him, that this hath been one of his ſpe- 
ciall errands to the cup ? 

Secondly,our aime ſhould be the repairing of nature, and 
fitting of our ſelues to all due employments : but woe to vs 
(ro many of vs), we drinke for luſt, nor for ſtrength, Eccleſ. 
10, wee burden nature, and oppreſle our {clues againſt the 
_— 21. we doe not helpe our ſclues, and enliuven our 

pirits. 

- Thirdly,our aime ſhould be the common good, but wee 
drinketo the common hurt : the commonwealth looſes a 
member by our drinking; nay hereby many wits and bo- 
dies are made ynſauo y hal furk as can marre any ſoyle, but 
mend none; doubtlefſe our brethren receiue much hurt b 
our drinking, ſome in their braines, whileſt they are made 
giddie; ſome in their eſtates, whileſt they are called from 
their calling; ſome in their names, whileſtthey bee buckr 
with drinke, and then laid outto bee Sunn'd and ſcarnd ; 

ſome in their chaſtitie, whileſt thoic fellowes vie them, as 
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Lots daughters him; ſome in their proiefts, whileſt drinke is 
made but a Dalilab(as in ſome Rates it hath been) to know 
their ſecrets ; ſome in rheir eſtates, whileſt they are conſoned 
by play or bargaine, ſome(to make end) in their life, whileſt 
Ammons mirth is the watch-word to the murtherer. 

Hithertothe caſe goes hard with vs, whenthereis no a- 
buſe(in this kind) bur wee are guilty off. There is bur one 
thing now letr for our relicte, and that is,if thele abuſes bee 
now mortified : now dying,and are they ſo*bleſſed be God. 
Our Lawes fmitein ſome meaſure at the finne,and ſeeke the 
preventing of ſundry diſorders, for time,place,meaſure,&c. 
But where is execution? where is the cure ? the linne lives 
ſtill ; nay, reignes ; nay, growes into practice and credit dai- 
ly. Heretofore it was a (trange ſight to fee adrunken man, 
now it isnonewes; heretofore it was the finnie of Tinkers, 
Hoſtlers, Beggars, &c. now of Farmers, Eſquires, Knights, 
&c. heretofore Pals (peech was currant, they that are 
drunken,are drunken inthe night ; now they fearenot the 
light,the Sun-ſhine; heretofore Peters argument was more 
than probable; theſe are not drunke, for it is bur the third 
hower ofthe daw ; now men are growne ſuch husbands, as 
that by that time, they will rerurne vheir Rocks, and haue 
their braines crowing before day. 

Now then in the middeſt ot all theſe rhreatning finnes, 
and fearefull prouocations,ſhall we be feareleſle? tall wee 
now(when the Lord begins to viſit) comein with an omria 
bene ? no,no ; theſe things cannot be hid,muſt not bee dif- 
ſembled, but muſt draw ſome teares from our eyes, ſome 
fighes from our foules, ſome prayers from our hearts ; wee 
muft flie to heaven with petitions, leſt theſe crying abuſes 
prevent vs, and get a grant of judgement mw firſt; 
drinkings in mens burtteries call for vengeance,drinkings in 
ale-houfes call tor yengeance; drinkings of old, of young, of 
rich,of poore; drinkings in our Townes, Cities, in all cor- 
ners,inall ſorts call for vengeance; you that be ſober, god- 
ly,&c. you that haue acquaintance and acceptance with 
God, ſtand in the gap,lift vp a prayer,call,cry tor —_— Wo

our people.Oh 
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Lord ſpare thine inheritance, ſpare our Townes,our land, 

ou,you inult be drunken with teares for this

countrey, whoſe ſworne ſeruants they profeſſe themſelues 
to be. I may not be long now : what ſhall I fay to you of 
this ranke? Is there any loue of God, any hatred of fin, any 
zeale,any courage,any conſcience of an oath in you? away 
with drunkenneſſe out of your houſes, townes, liberties : 
downe with many Alchoules, the very thrones of Satan, 
balke none, beare with none that . Say they be poore, 
in whoſc houſes the ſinne is practiſed,tis berter gþat one or 
two ſhould loſe their gaine, than rownes of men their wits 
& ſoules.Say they be great and rich that be drunk there, ler 
them ſpeed thereafter as King Richards priſoner did,of what 
ſort ſocuer they be; if they will be ards,let them drink 
of the drunkards cup, for here as much as any where impu- 
nitie doth harme; and heere ( if any where) at any time let 
our zeale ſparkle, and indignation burne : now, now, at 
eaſt beſtirre you, when as our Marker-townes ( like that in 
another countrey) ſtand all almoſt of Brewhoules,and Tip- 
ling houſes. 
Laſtly, is bad drinking fo —_—_Y wicked? ">

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this be ſtil the Apology of the ſober and religious ; let quat- 
fers quarrell, rage, ſcoffe, threaten, curſe, lade thee with a 
thouland cenſures, yet hold thou thine owne fill, pledge the 
divell for none of them all. Oh bur I ſhall be held vnkinde : 
Nay, rather charge them with vakindnes, who tranſgreſſe 
the lawes of friendſhip,and exact rorments in place of cur- 
tefies. What ſenſe is in ir,that thou(to gratifie a beaſt)muſt 
hazard thy health, life,crediz, ſoule, all ? Oh but I ſhall be re- 
ted vaciuill, and vnmannerly. Not fo, vnlefſe it be with 
Fich giddie braines, whoſe kindneſle is but a dog-kindnes. . 
A Spaniell in great loueto his maſter will leape vpon him, 
flabber his cloathes,lick his face : is it (I pray you)any inci- 
uilitie to beate downe ſuch a curre? I rell thee, a dogge will 
not more defile thee than this drinking catrell will, vnleſſe 
thou beate them off. Oh but I donor ſpeake of thoſe beaſts, 
that muſt bee anſwered and haue right done them, in the 
ſame meaſure, geſture, courſe,&c, but of ſuch only as leaue 
you to your meaſure (ſo you will keepe a turne, and your 
timc in pledging) is it any hurt to pledge ſuch? How pledge 
them ? youmiſtake if you thinke that we ſpeake againſt any 
rrue * ciuilitie, or other lawfulnes : but if you make the que- 
ſtion this, whether it be lawfull for a man to anſwege ot 
in drinking, ſolong as hee doth neither make his ſtomacke 
too heauy, nor his head too light, you haue our anſwere al- 
ready from Eſay,from Salomon; you may farther vnderſtand 
by S. Peter, that fipping & —_— is naught, as wel as ſtark 
ſtaring drunkennefle ; and i one leades the way,and 
becomes Vſher to the other : Woe (faith Eſay ) to him that 
is ſtrong to powre it in : Woe( ſaith Salomon ) is hee that 
ſtaies by ir, that lookes on, &c. If thou luſt co pledge the 
Lords Prophets in theſe woes, pledge good-fellows in their 
meaſures and challenges : if not G earne ſtill ro ſhape a 


j- peremptorie anſwer toan vnreaſonable demaund. But what 


if they begin a healch to my betrers, perhaps to the Kings 
Maieſtie,wherein alleageance will be challenged if I pledge 
not. What then? what then? I haue ſcarce patience to an- 
ſwere ſuch a queſtion : what? a matter of alleageance to 
pledge

that his Maicſty did bur heare this language! Bur for thy CR _ 
felfe, ſay, Iamtoo baſe a worme to toſle the ſacred name Jenotione.aid 
of a King a:nid(t cups,the Kings health is of too too high ſome of old. 
a price to bee pur in apot : ſay, *I will pray for the Kings See Ambr.his 
healch,and drinke for mine own. Bur I ſee you would have —_— Wet, 
anend,at leaſt tis fit you ſhould, Aer ye. 

For concluſion, let vs (for a laſt yſe) here ſee,and admire, Chancellor, A+ 
and magnifie the patience of God, who in fo prouo- pothegwes, 
cations holds his hands. Oh (beloued) did we heare,and ſee 
and {mell,and know whats done in ſome one Tauerne, ſome 
one Alehouſe in this land, we would wonder that the earth 
could beare the houſe, or the Sunne endure to looke ypon 
it. But (alas)how of theſe houſes be there in ſome one 
rowne ? how many of thaſe townes in ſome one ſhire? and 
ſo we might goe vpward. 

Now the Lord of moft glorious maieftic and infinit pu- 
ritie,ſces all, heares all, knowes all,and yer wee live: 
nay,the Lord (till cauſes heauen, earth, Sea, land, all crea- 
tures to wait vs, andto bring vs in, all dueprouifion : 
nay now (this laſt)hee abounded in that bleſ- 
ay cu nes hath bin moſt abuſed to drink ; 

is patience, here is mercie, here is bountie. Lets 
Ray here,and ſuffer our ſelues toloſe our ſelues, 
in the meditation, and admiration of 
this wonderfulnes,
